Orcutt says, will be tried again on a 
larger scale, and on a more permanent 
foundation.

well's How may be gained from the 
fact that measuremnts were taken 
one day by triangulation, showing that 
lie highest altitude reached by the 
spray was 481 feet from the ground. 


The Lakeview gusher might well be 


known as the million dollar well, since 
ts production for a month will almost 
equal that sum. It is agreed now by all 
well informed men that the Lakeview 
s the most wonderful oil well that 
ever has been known in the United 
States. 
Geologist Orcutt says that 


wells in 
Baku, Russia, have been 


known to flow in excess of 100,000 
Barrels of oil a day, but nothing equal 
to the Lakeview's daily performance 
is recorded in the annals of the his- 
tory of the oil industry in the United 
States. 


The officials of the company are in 


doubt as to the exact finish of the 
gusher, but are hoping that it will 
hold out its present production for 
an indefinite time.—Times.

but nowhere, perhaps, will the work 
be more thoroughly done than in Los 
Angeles county. 


Bert L. Farmer, Supervisor for the 


Seventh District, has taken all possi- 
ble measures toward counting every 
head. 
He is assisted by the Chamber 


of Commerce, which has sent out 75,- 
000 circulars, calling on the citizens 
to answer the questions and furnish 
cheerfully all the information which 
the enumerators desire. 
In addition 


to this preliminary work, Farmer has 
called the enumerators together in 
various towns and instructed them 
thoroughly in their duties. 


"It is a large proposition," said .Mi'. 


Farmer, "and everything depends tip- 
on the hearty cooperation of the peo- 
ple. They can assist or re tar I the 
enumerators, but the 
arrangements 


are such that I think the count will 
be closer than ever made before. And 
while I won't hazard a guess at the 
census, it is going to be a very sub- 
stantial increase." 


Mr. Farmer's jurisdiction covers 353 


districts, with one enumerator to each 
district 
and ten inspectors, 
whose 


duty it will be to check their work. 
Out of 1500 applicants for the position 
of enumerators, 700 sent in their ap- 
plications 
and 
400 passed, 
which 


shows how carefully the best men 
and women were selected. Each nu- 
merator is supplied with a map of the 
district, a certificate and a badge. The 
country Districts have been instructed 
to send in to Mr. Farmer the first ten 
families enumerated and the tirsi ten 
farm schedules. This work will be 
checked in order t,o insure correcli.e.sK 
and returned to the men.
